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MURDER BY SICK PEOPLE 



There is a good deal of measles and small pox and 
scarlet fever in this part of the country now, and a few 
people are to blame for most of it. It may have been 
ignorance, and not exactly their fault, and yet a few 
people have caused almost all of this sickness, and have 
brought death into many homes — yes, and will bring it 
into more before the winter is over. 

There was a time when people did not know about 
diseases, and so could not prevent other people from 
having them. But that time has passed, and now there 
is no reason why there should be any epidemics, and 
such diseases as we fear worst could be stamped out in a 
short time if everybody would do his share. There is no 
medicine needed, nothing but care. 

All these diseases are caused by what is known as 
germs — little worm like animals that get into a man’s 
system and eat him. There are a good many different 
kinds of them, and each disease has a kind of its own. 
There is a kind of germ for small pox, another for 
measles, and so on. And no one can have these diseas- 
es unless they get some of these diseases' germs into 
themselves. That is what we mean when we say a di- 
sease is “catching.” 

Now these germs always have to be carried some 
way from a sick man to a well one. If this does not 
happen, the well one will not get sick. Every case of 
any of this kind of diseases comes from some one. If 
he doesn't give it to you, you can't get it. 

A man cannot protect himself from germs, but the 
man that has them can keep other people from getting 
them. He knows he has them, and he knows that every 
time he touches another person he is likely to give that 
disease to that person. It he stays at home, or in a 
hospital, he will not give it to anyone except those that 
come to him, and then it will be their own fault. But 
if he goes about, he may give it to dozens of people that 
cannot protect themselves. Every case will be his 
fault, and if an> one dies he will be justasmucha mur- 
derer as if he had |>oisoned a well. If a man with su; h a 
disease goes home, instead of going to a hospital, he 
runs the risk of killing his mother and father and brother 
and sister. A man like that carries death with him, 
and he is responsible for every case that is caught from 
his. 

This is so well recognised that in many places a 
man who breaks quarantine can be sent to jail. It 
ought to be so- everywhere. And, the law courts 
ought to see that men of that kind get to jail, for they 
are killers, and dangerous to their fellow human beings. 
And when there is no law, a man who has any manliness 
and who cares at all for anything but his own wishes, 
will stay at home, and not go around carrying death. 

And after the disease is over, he may have the 
poison in his clothes or in his house, and they ought to 
be thoroughly cleaned before he lets any other person 
near them. Ask the doctor how to clean them, forsoap 
and water are not enough. 

These are simple things, but may make a difference 
of hundreds of lives, and they would cause the end of all 
diseases of this kind if everybody would do them. And 
if you, who may get the disease, remember them when 
that time comes, it may save you from killing your dear- 
est friend or kin.

pledged 1200,000 of the $100,000 fund 
which the college Is raising to pro- 
vide for the colored branch of the 
school mads necessary by the Day 
law, which drove the negroes from 
their rights here. The telegram from 
Pres. Frost came early In the morning 
The newe spread In a few minutes, 
and soon there was rejoicing among 
all the friends of the college, 

A praise meeting was held In the 
college chapel In the evening, and 
speeches were made by several of the 
college people. Prof. Dodge told of 
the early daye, and the colored peo- 
pled share In the school, Mr. Cren- 
shaw, a colored graduate, told what 
tbs gift would mean for the colored 
people. Treasurer Osborne spoke of 
the previous ronds which have been 
raised by the college, Stanley Fruit 
spoke a little of bis falber'a work 
and purposes, and Prof. Dlnsiunra ex- 
pressed his opinion of the great thing 
that had been done tn getting so much 
niutiey. Dr. Tbomsou presided at the 
meeting, and there was music by 
the orchestra and the Ariel Quartet 

Mr. Carnegie's gift la cundtlloued 
oiathe college's completing the fund 
of $ 100 , 000 . Over $.'<o,oo0 of this has 
already been promised, so mere Is 
every expectation that the rc*t will 
aoon be raised, and the colored school 
ia regarded as certalo Besides pro- 
viding the funds for this school the 
$ 400,000 will release $ 200,000 which 
the school here has been unable to 
use since the Day law went Into 
effect 

This school la Intended to replace 
the opportunities which the colored 
people lost here In Berea The whole 
$4o0,000 will be npeqt In grounds, and 
buildings and furnishings, and In en 
duwment so that the school will have 
a sure Income to begin on. It is 
hoped that other gifts will ooou en- 
large the work. The school will be 
built along the lines of the great suc- 
cessful colored schools, such as Hamp- 
ton and TusLeegee. and will do all It 
tan to help the colored race. 

It has not yet been decided Just 
where the echool will be located, and 
probably there will be no decision 
Ull the next meeting of the college 
trustees. The plan is to put It In 
some place where it will be easy for 
most of the colored people of the 
state to get to It, and where at the 
same time land can be had cheaply. 

Prea. and Mrs. Frost have been In 
the Hast for several mouths working 
on the raising of this fund, and this 
gift has come as a great help to them. 
Their work has been very hard and 
unpleasant because of the hard times. 
They do not expect to get back here 
for six weeks or so yet, and may have 
raised a good deal more of the $400,- 
•00 by that time.

GREAT RAILROAD CASE:— The 
President Is keeping up his attack on 
E. If. Harrlman. whom he has called 
an "undesirable eltlzen" for trying 
to control so many railroads without 
regard to the law or the rights of 
either the people or the stockholders 
A suit will soon be begun to break 
up the merger of railroads which 
Harrlman controls. The case will be 
the most Important of the kind since 
the famous Non hern Securities case 
several years ago. 

NEEDS OF FILIPINOS:— Secretary 
Taft, In a long report to Congress, 
aays that we will have to go slowly 
tn giving liberty to the Filipinos, as 
they are far from being ready for 
aelf government. The President, In 
a letter aent with the report, endor- 
ses It. 

GRAFTERS ON TRIAL:— The fa- 
mous Pennsylvania Capitol graft 
eases began Monday. The men tail 
Republicans) who had charge of the 
building of the great capllol and stole 
millions of dollars, will l*e tried to 
see If they have committed an of- 
fense that the law can reach. There 
la no doubt at all that the steal has 
been one of the worst ever commit- 
ted. and It Is to be hoped that some 
of the thlevoa will be sent to Jail. 
Polltlea In the Republican ring In 
Pennsylvania has got to be so bad 
that the President said once that 
the only thing tha could save the 
state would be for It to go Demo- 
cratic, and that he hoped It would. 

BUSINESS BETTER : — The busi- 
ness situation continues to Improve. 
One measure of the change la shown 
In the discount rate* of the big hanks. 
That of the Bank of France, which 
was six |>*r cent during the panic, Is 
now three, and the Bank of England 
has come down from seven per cent 
to four. 

REVOLT IN PORTUGAL:— A plot 
to overthrow tho King of 1‘ortugal 
has been nipped In the bud, and the 
'‘Republicans” as the conspirators are 
| called, have been nrresfed. Portugal 
le a most unfortunale country, where 
the people know little about govern- 
ment, aud under the name of giving 
freedom a .band of politicians have 
kept themselves In power and looted 
the government. The king has been 
l>owerless Ull recently, when a new 
premier got In power, and, using the 
army, threw out the other party and 
began giving an autocratic, but good, 
goveii. incut The thieves who have 
been thrown out are howling to get 
back In and are Haying that the 
people are being deprived of thW 
liberties, when really It Is only tile 
the thieves who are being deprived of 
their loot. • 

BATTLESHIPS ALL ItiailT: — A 
few weeks ago a man who had been 
a government expert, and was sup- 
posed to know, came out with a long 
article in which he said that the bat- 
tleshtpr, for which the government 
has paid millions were no good. He 
told a number of thlngn which he 
said were wrong, hut which cannot 
be understood except by one whose 
business It la. Now "The Scientific 
American," a paper which is known 
to he honest, and whose writers are 
among the best panted on earth, has 
had an Investigation made. It finds 
that many of the things that the man 
said are not true — :hnt the ships are 
good, and are properly built, and that 
while there is always room for im- 
provement, there has beeu no waste 
of money and the shlpj are as strong 
as those of any other nation.

MORE TOBACCO RAIDS:— The 
tobacco fight in the state broke out 
with new violence last week, and 
there has hardly been a night that 
there has not been some shameful 
deed done. At Dawson a man was 
taken from hl3 heme and whipped 
for something which he denied do- 
ing, and a hotel was shot up. At 
Carlisle there v.as fear of a raid, and 
a guard was sot, but nothing hap- 
pened, while at Bath raidera were 
driven off by gun fire. Wlros wore 
cut in Christian County Sunday, so 
that no help could be called for at 
auy town attacked, but there seems to 
have been little other damage done. 

Meanwhile the "peaceful army” men 
on trial all got off, the eourt throw- 
ing out most of the Indictments. The 
facts were prove!, but the Judge 
held that they did not make a crime. 

The movement against raising 
any crop next year Is growing, and 
many glowers have signed papers 
promising not to. Thero ba3 beeu 
a bill Introduced In the legislature 
which will do the work, for it pro- 
vides for a tax of $50 on every acre 
of tobacco planted.

Up to Saturday night there 
were about 20,000 signers to the 
Powers petition and many ha! sent 
In their names from outsids tho 
state. 

COLDEST DAY: — Last Friday was 
the coldest day of the winter so 
far in this state, the, thermometer 
going down to about 14 degrees. Tho 
hall storm, with thunder and light- 
ning, which came on Sunday, did 
little damage, but caused great* as- 
tonishment everywhere.

Incriminating Dispatches.

Sir Mortimer's note* and answers are, 
of course. In English." 

I drew toward me the first of the 
papers she Indicated. 

“You are nothing if not modem to 
pour me’hods," I scoffed, glancing 
down the page. “Your safes and 
typewriters bring back to me the asso- 
ciations of ny banking business. And 
a banker, lee me warn you. scans the 
signature of a draft carefully before 
he cashes it." 

“The typewriter Is an amusing little 
Instrument," she .vanned, "and I am 
proud of my success In mastering It. 
As for the safe, if you have been a 
banker, you know that the combina- 
tion Is carefully guarded. M. Coward." 

It gave her the cruelest delight to 
taunt me with the shameful word. Dur- 
ing the next half hour she insulted me 
to at teast half a dozen times I bent 
my attention on the paper before me. 

I translate roughly Ferdinand’s let- 
tor; 

“(Strictly confidential.) 

“Hotel da Rhln, • 

“Place Yendome. Paris. 

"May 23. 

*My Dear Sir Mortimer 

“I expect te start for Sofia via Vien- 
na and Budapest in about a week; I 
trust I shall see >ou at the Palace 
shortly after my arrival. Meanwhile 
let roe urge on you once more that 
you exert without further delay your 
great Influence with your Foreign Of- 
|ce, that your ministers may be con- 
Kr.ced that the crisis has come — the 
opportunity we have so long awaited. 
Now or never I must lead my army to 
the succor of the distressed people of 
Macedonia. I think that the profound 
knowledge you have always shown of 
attaint In the Balkan Peulnsula must 
make you realize the truth of this 
statement. It Is useless for me to re- 
peat my arguments. For what you 
have done I thank you. But It Is not 
to the diplomatist I am now speaking, 
but tD the man. I havo written this 
letter, with my own hand, for reasons 
that you will understand. 

“Believe me, my dear Sir Mortimer. 

“Faithfully yours. 

“Ferdinand." 

“I see nothing Incriminating In this 
letter," I said, “nor anything out of 
the usual run of letters. 

“You will notice on the back of the 
letter this brief statement: ’Answered, 
June 3d, M. B.’ As to the answer of 
the letter It Is equally Innocent. It is 
Simply the guarded reply of a diplo- 
matist dealing with a delicate topic. 
In these typewritten copies this letter 
srid Its answer arc meaningless. The 
originals are simply useful to prove 
the authenticity of Sir Mortimer'* 
handwriting.” 

I scanned the answer. It waa not an 
exact copy, but the substance of Sir 
Mortimer's letter Jotted down to re- 
fresh his memory: 

“I replied In substance as follows: It 
was useless to bring up the matter 
again: my personal wishes would not 
be sufficient to change the programme 
of the Foreign Office; at present I did 
not see my way clear to advocate as 
a diplomatist England's es|>ousal of 
this c&nse; 1 would continue to lay the 
matter before the Foreign Office; more 
than that, when events justified the 
act, I would see that such influence as 
I possessed was exerted in the man- 
ner Prince Ferdlnanl wished; hut at 
present I could offer no encourage- 
ment." 

(Note concerning the above, also in 
Rlr Mortimer's handwriting.) 

“This reply will put an end. I think, 
to further correspondence In that quar- 
ter. Certainly, the hopes of the nation 
seem so radically devtrgent from those 
of the ruler thut I cat favor one only 
at the expense of the other. Natur- 
ally, I prefer to favor the party that 
promises the most for my own Inter- 
ests" 

“l told you that the originals are 
paitlcolarly useful to Identify the 
handwriting and signature of Sir Mor- 
timer. But observe, monsieur, the ex- 
pression: ‘Naturally, I prefer to favor 
the party that promises the most for 
my own interests.' That sentence Is 
In be remembered when you rend the 
other letters. It lius Its significance.' 

Again she stretched out her hand to 
receive the papers I had read. I did 
not relinquish them, however. I laid 
them carelessly on my knee as tf to 
refer -t? them later. 

“That remains to be proved." I said 
jrrlmly. “The expression seems simple 
enough to mo; on the face of It It 
would mean simply that Sir Morti- 
mer's Interests were Identical with 
the Interests of England." 

“We shall see." she returned with | 
•onfidence. “The papers of the second 
•nvriope. wh'ch 1 have called Docu- 
ments B, air all In English. The 
writer was evidently an educated Bul- 
ls r of the official class: many of this 
•dose are trained at Roberts College, 
ul speak and write English 2ueuUy ’’ 



"Sofia, Headquarters of the Society of 
Freedom. 

“To His Excellency, Sir Mortimer 
Brett, Minister plenipotentiary and 
Consol General to His Britannic Ma- 
jesty at the Court of Sofia: 

“Sir: We of the Society of Freedom 
wait patiently nnd anxious^ for your 
Excellency's answer to our humble 
petition. We trust your Excellency 
does not Ignore this peUtion because 
the signatures of tbo petitioners are 
not added thereto. Surely your Ex- 
cellency understands that the dictates 
of prudence make It Inevitable that It 
is sent to you anonymously. 

“Your Excellency must be familiar 
with our grclvanoes. Our present 
ruler cannot and will not be longer 
tolerated by his subjects. We fear 
the British Foreign Office, however, 
does not realize the extent of Prince 
Ferdinand's unpopularity. Even If 
your ministers care nothing for that, 
do they feel no concern that be is (he 
tool of Russia? 

“He has asked Russia repeatedly 
that he be recognized a King, and that 
he receive that title. His vanity Is 
such that he would sacrifice the free- 
dom of his people to be on equal terms 
with the sovereigns of Bcrvia and 
Koumanla.

Be very precise with the spade In 
the last course If you strike soft 
soil don't even allow a half-inch va- 
riation Then when the crumb* arc 
removed the floor Ir almost ready to 
lay a perfect drain. True up bottom 
with scoop. Take a two-inch piece, re- 
inforced at one end, and nail or boll 
a foot piece on this to hold the tile 
Tuck them Into the trough and you'll 
have done one thing that will he a 
Joy forevermore.

Thera wss j 
much grass in the orchard, and this • 
feinted the home of many field mice * 
They had become hungry aud worked j 
tlielr way under the crust to the trees, 
which they (proceeded to attack under ; 
the snow. Hnd tho owner dux away | 
tho snow from around hla trees 
enough to make sure they were not 
being attacked, tbo mire would have 
le.-n discovered at work, and their 
inlschlel stopped before It had gone 
far. On plowed land or In orchards 
where clean culture has been fol- 
lowed, there Is little danger of this, 
hut most of the orchards are In grass 
aud so are liable to these attacks.

Have the Comfort of Live Stock in 
Mind and Provide Good Condition*. 

Winter Is a hard tlmn fnc the stoek 
of the farm. Ihe best way we onn fix 
It. When you atop to think that natur- 
ally stock are out-of-door cultures, 
roaming In the Helds. hreoMilng the 
pure, fresh air, and then think how 
changed ure the conditions when they 
come to be shut up In light burns for 
such a long portion of the yrsw. It be- 
comes evident that the tendency must 
be toward weakness and disease. So 
It stands us In hand to make the con- 
ditions Just as nearly like those of 
summer as we can That h*. we should 
do our best to give Ihe slock good 
food, feed that shall be noerlsMn*. 
and at Ihe same time plenty of air 
that Is free from disease germs. 

II must be that a great Mini of tho 
sickness, such as tuberculosis, comes 
from breathing Ihe same idr over and 
over again 111 Ihe close stable* of our 
country. 

By running a board shaft front the 
stable, very near to tho tleor ch-nr up 
to the ranf, we may tako a cwd deal 
of th* Impure nlr out. Yon know 
that air thut has been breathed once 
become* heavier than R l» itt first 
There are load* of Impurity In simply 
air thnt ha* born used In the lungs 
of man or be.i-d. This settles Inward 
the flistrs. The sbnft I hare spoken 
of will take that air. and there Iwlng 
more or lesa of a draft through such 
u shaft, the foul air will b* lifted out. 
while pure sir will com# lu fram he 
low. 

This pure utr ought not t» come tn 
so that the cattle must stand nil tho 
Mine In a draft. The wlndnws should 
Ik* arranged so that they tnsy furnish 
air without bringing a draft. Again, 
these windows ought to tn- wtudows. 
and not simply board slide*. Good 
sash window* that ate HM**I with 
hinges to turn up out of Ihe way are 
It) fn t UM best The) be in light 
which Is the greatest germ destroy 
er on the lace of the esrfh. 

And then, cattle should be groomed 
every day. I know, wrttr# Edgar Ir 
Vincent, In Farmers' Voire, some 
folks think this Is a waste of lime. 
You will hear some nu-a argue that 
It actually harms cattle lo be 
scratched with a currycomb, It 
seems to me that these men do not 
take a very reanonnhh- view of the 
matter. Just look at rattle that are 
uot thus cared for The mfnnte they 
are out In the yard they begin to rub, 
and lick and dig themyelvee agulnst 
every fence post or auylhlng etoc they 
can get lo. as If their hide* were In 
perfect m|very. ns [ Jiav.- n* ijoubi 
they are We ought to save our stock 
from this trouble by giving them a 
good currying every day. 

With good feed and water with 
will ventilated barn* and good groom 
Ing. any man ran keep hla stock In a 
healthy condition, even lu winter. 
And such things pay. for the work the 
cows do next year will largely depend 
on the way they come out In the 
spring. There never should he such 
a tlilug a* “spring poor " Mpting fat 
Is a far better term to use.

There nre few diseases 
that attack the potato, aod they con 
mostly be controlled by spraying 
Only one Insect of Importance has It 
he fought, and that ts the Colorad- 
beetle. It Is so big nnd easily found 
that destroying it Is merely u ques 
tlon of effort. Potato growing there 
fore se.-ms to havo less obstacles In 
Its way than several other kinds ol 
effort on the farm.

experience, hope; and hope maketh not ashamed; because the love of (hoi 
is sited abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given unto us.” In 
this compact summary Paul illuminates the whole philosophy of life. Cold 
and hunger drove barliarous man to restrain his immediate desires and 
provide against future want; and ever siuce it has been some pressure 
of necessity which has helped the race forward to the enkindling of its 
ambitions. 

In all this process men learn patience, self-restraint; only by the 
office of patience is experience acquired. All men have things happen to 
them. The men of patience, of self-restraint, learn from what happens to 
them and become experienced men, men of proved integrity. Such men 
are men of hope. When, through half a century of life, you have witnessed 
the kaleidoscope of the years, have been part of its play of joy and sorrow, 
and have studied to be patient and self-controlled in all its vicissitudes, 
you get an understanding of the great forces of nature and society in which 
God reveals himself, and a confidence in them, which feeds your hope, 
but cultivates it, gives it direction and definition. That kind of hope put- 
teth not to shame.

Men who desire success bv injustice and cruelty do not merit our prayers, 
save only that God will defeat them and thus, jierhaps, turn them from 
their evil ways. If our hope is subject to the w ill of God we shall be pa- 
tient under tfie delaying processes through which discipline goes on. By 
this the horizon of life will be enlarged, and we shall be made willing 
to leave part of the problems for the 
great life beyond, realizing that from _

Philadelphia. — After a tiial of three 
days Andrew Jackson lJctsrh. who »iu 
charged with murderiug Harry Ferre* 
in a boarding house in this city last 
November, was acquitted late Friday 
afternoon. 

The Jury was out nearly three hours. 
The announrcmnient of the verdict 
caused an enthusiastic demonstration 
in the courtroom. The kllllug of Fer- 
ret* was sensational and. owing to tho 
peculiar circumstances, the case cre- 
ated great Interest. Dotsch claimed 
he killed Ferre* In mistake for a 
burglar and the Jury took this view 
of the rase. 

Detsch. who is 23 years of age, lived 
with his young wife nnd child In an 
uptown boarding house. On the night 
of November 5 policemen heard shots 
and traced them to th“ house They 
forced an entrance and on the third 
floor hallway, In front of the door of 
the Detsch apartments, they found 
Ferree dead with three bullets In the 
body. He was In his stocking feet. 

Ferree was about 50 yeara of age 
and had occupied a room on the sec- 
ond floor. Detsch told the policemen 
that he heard some one trying to get 
In the room and. thinking It was a 
burglar, shot four times through the 
door. 

The police were Inclined to accept 
this explanation, but In searching the 
effects of Ferree they fonnd many let- 
ters that had passed between Ferree 
and Mrs. Detsch and a number of sug- 
gestive photographs. The police then 
charged Detsch with hnvlng delib- 
erately killed Ferree. They contended 
that Detsch learned of alleged mis- 
conduct between his wife and Ferree 
*hat Detsch caused hla wife to lure 
Ferree to her room, and that Detsch 
dred the shots when he heard Ferree 
place hla hand on the door knob. 

Detsch maintained durlug the trial 
that he did not know that the man 
outside the door was Ferree and that 
he thought he was shooting at a 
burglar. 

He flatly denied that at the time he 
suspected his wife's chastity, and re 
fused the opportunity to plead the 
"unwritten law,” preferring to pro- 
tect hla wife's reputation at the risk 
of his neck.

ftinctory. Put your nickel in the slot and take out a charter, is the in- 
vitation that the states extend; and in line before the slot machine, en- 
titled. too, to an equal plaee in the line, are the corporate projects con- 
ceived to defraud, as well ns those that have honest purposes. Neither is 
detained by so much as an inquiry. For indifference such as that. I 
would substitute at the very threshold of the corporation’s application 
for existence, an honest, careful inquiry by some tribunal of government 
— a tribunal that will act only after it has heard— a hearing in which 
the public is represented by a district attorney, on whom is thus devolved 
the duty not merely of pursuing the horse after it is stolen, but of seeing 
to it that the door is locked before the horse i- stolen. And what honest 
project, I ask, can object to such an inquiry? 

Incorporated enterprise, just as private enterprise, should Is- given 
room to grow. A dollar turned into two, ten, twenty, if turned honest- 
ly, wrongs no one. Go forth, increase anil multiply, is a command with- 
out which economic progress would not be. But in all this there is no 
need that the corporation should initially capitalize a projected success 
that if it exists at nil, exists only in the future. Is-t the securities issued 
on aconnt of success be issued only when success is established; nnd let 
them be fairly related, as the enterprise grows, to the increased value of 
the actual earning power developed. And 1 can see no reason why in any 
honest enterprise, the question whether additional securities slmll be issued 
should not be made the subject of judicial inquiry. 

One thing more in the line of structural principles. The first duty 
of every enterprise, incorporated or private, is to secure to the capital 
invested its eventual safe return, while paying on it from time to time

DcmiI and Living Water. — "The old 
Greek* believed that, before passing 
to the Klyslan Field, all souls could 
drink from the River Lethe, and for- 
get the sins and sorrows tht»y had 
experienced in this world.

and towels. For table board, with. rut coffee or extras, $1.35 a week la 
the fall, and $1.50 In winter. For room, furnished, fuel, lights, wash- 
ing of bedding, 40 cents a week In fall aud spring, 50 cents in winter 

SCHOOL FEES arc two. First a "Dollar Deposit," os guarantee for 

return of room key, library books, etc. This la paid hut once, and Is returned 
when the student departs. 

Second an "Incidental Fee” to help on expense* for care of school (exud- 
ing*. hospital library, etc. (Students pay nothing for tuition or service* of 
teacher* — all our Instruction Is a free gift). The Incidental Fee for most 
undent* is $Y00 a terra ($4.00 In lower Model Schools. $C 00 In courses with 
Latin, and $7 00 In Collegiate courses).

Deadlock In Kentucky lee* 
terial Race Seems te Nave 
Beoome a Fixture. 



ONE WAY OUT OF CONTEST 



Our Correspondent at the Capital Pre- 
sents an Interesting Review ef Af- 
fairs Relating te the Legislature and 

Its Doings. 

Frankfort, Ky . Jan. 21. — The dead 
lock la the senatorial race seems to 
have com* to stay. Beckham is still 
three votes short of bis election, and 
Bradley is five votes short, with six 
anti-Beckham Democrats voting for 
McCreary, Blackburn and other Demo- 
crats and holding the balance of pow 
er. The race ha* settled down to a 
sort of humdrum affair, and th* two 
steering committees are getting th* 
only excitement out of It. as they have 
to hustle around every morning to see 
if all the absentees are properly paired 
with some member of the opposite 
political party. The alx antl-B*ckham 
Democrats have tt In their power, of 
course, to elect either Beckham or 
Bradley, but It has not been demon 
atrated yet that they can pull over 
enough Democrat* or enough Republi- 
cans to elect a third man A Republl 
can member of the legislature said last 
week that If he were released from 
voting for the Republican nomine*. 
W. O. Bredley. he would be willing to 
vote for Wheeler Campbell, one of the 
antl-lleckham Democrats, and thus end 
th# deadlock. "But I will never ask 
Bradley to release me." said he, "for 1 
know If 1 went to him and asked him 
to release me he would give me a good 
cuaalng. and I am not going to say a 
word about It. but Juat stand pat." Thla 
Indicates that the deadlock may eon 
tinue to the end of the session but It 
will end any day that Beckham or 
Bradley withdraws from the race.

It Is an Index of the determined fight 
the tobacco grower# are making to In 
crease th# price of tobareo by growing 
no crop at all this year Senator 
Brown's bill provide# that before It 
shall he lawful for any fanner to raise 
a crop of tobacco this year, he ahall 
first procure a llaeuse to do eo from 
the county clerk, and the price to he 
charged for said license shall be $50 
for each acre of tobacco proposed to be 
grown The penalty for th# violation 
of provisions of the bill Is fixed at a 
fine of from 9500 to $1,000, so It la safe 
to predict that if the bill becomes the 
law there will he no tobacco grown In 
Kentucky thla year.

The building of good roads ln this 
state will he given a moat wholesome 
Impetus if the bill fathered by Sena 
tors Itoaworth and Wyatt can be pass 
ed Under the present constitution no 
county can assume an Indebtedness 
for road building purposes greater 
than 2 per cent of the assessed value 
of Ihe property In the county. This 
amount haa been found to he totally 
Inadequate to secure anything like a 
decent system of public roads, and the 
demand from the people for better 
roads has become so insistent that an 
amendment to the constitution is 
deemed necessary as the only way to 
meet the demand of the people.

Frankfort, Ky. — The senatorial dead- 
lock was not broken and tbore seems 
to be no Immediate prospect of a shift 
In votes. 

The rumor that more men will de- 
sert Beckham is still persistently cir- 
culated and also tho rumor that Brad- 
ley will withdraw and help elect Mc- 
Creary. because of Influences at work 
In Washington. 

Speaker Cboch, who presides over 
the Joint sessions, ruled that a tua- 
Jority of a volihg quorum could elect 
a senator, and he would so decide it 
tho question eamo up. 

The two houses voted In Joint ses- 
sion. In the senate Beckham receive.! 
!7 votes and Bradley 14. In the houio 
Beckham received 67 votes and Brad- 
ley 64.

CITY HALL AND PUBLIC BUILDING 
IN MAINE CITY BURNED. 



Washington. — At the close of a day 
of excitement In the house of repre- 
sentatives an amendment was added 
to the i>enal code MU. making It a 
criminal offense for any officer or 
employe of the government to give out 
advance Information regarding any 
crop statistics authorized by law to 
bo prepared. 

The necessity for Its adoption was 
conceded by nearly every member 
who addressed the house, and its safe 
running of the gauntlet was greeted 
with applause. 

Earlier in tho day Interest attached 
to a tilt between Mr. Dalzetl of Penn 
syl vanla and Mr. Handel! of Texas 
over the latter's amendments prohib- 
iting senators or members from be 
Ing employed by public service cor- 
porations.

Is $1,000,000 



Portland, Me. — A Ore whlrh caused 
a property damage of $1,000,000 Friday- 
destroyed the city hall and police 
buildings nnd endangered the lives of 
more than 700 persons. Although 
known as elty hall tbe building was 
divided between city and county of- 
fices. while tho police building shel- 
tered the supreme, judicial and mu- 
nicipal courts In addition to the police 
department. One of the most valua- 
ble libraries In the state, tho Green- 
leaf law collection, was completely de- 
stroyed. with a loss estimated at $10,- 
000 . 

That there were no fatalities Is re- 
markable, ss there were more than 
700 persons attending tho Western 
Maine Knights of Pythias jubilee gath- 
ered In the auditorium of the city hall 
when the flames were discovered. Only 
a few persons were hurt. Chief Engi- 
neer Melville Kldridge being the only 
one known to be seriously injured, 
and he was able to direct the fight 
against the flames throughout, being 
supported by two assistants. 

Baltimore, Md — Fire Friday 
took heavy toll of the members of 
the fire department of this city, three 
being dead and 16 others more or less 
■ertomly injured. The list of the lut- 
tei Includes the name of George Ho«- 
ton, chief of the fire department. He 
has a badly lacerated scalp and Inter- 
nal injuries. The first hasty examina- 
tion Indicated that his skull wai frac- 
tured. but a more careful Investigation 
showed this not to he the case. The 
dead are: Lieut.
